The President Wants Only Legislation 


That Helps Great Enterprises Hon­ 


estly 
Conducted — Must 
Not 
Be 


Driven Out. 


Waterloo, la , Sept. 29. — President 
Taft laced the middle west with an 
appeal 
to 
check 
unjust 
prejudice 
against the business enterprises of the 
country. 
In an address un the relation of the 
government to the business of toe 
country, which he delivered before an 
outdoor audience of several thousand 
people, the president said th a t the 
people of every section and class of 
this country were ail in the sam e boat 
and that to persist In sectional vin­ 
dictiveness against the prosperity of 
another section of the country would 
force business pi cst radon throughout 
the land as surely as night follows day. 
"W e 
are 
all 
tosser by the same 
waves," he cautioned ‘beni. 


Present Laws Sufficient. 


The president advocated prog n a g in 
the movement to prevent the abuses 
of monopoly and undue advantage, but 
declared that the time had com e to 
call a nalt in hostility lo business and 
to more prosperity or success. He as­ 
serted that generally the laws now 
ena< ted were sufficient to assure the 
correction of those evils and counseled 
only helpful legislation for the future. 
At the same time he emphasized bis 
determination to enforce those laws 
The attorney general, he said. was act­ 
ing under his orders in th** prosecu­ 
tion ot the trusts and bad no discre­ 
tion whatever to stay the band of the 
government, and so long as such com­ 
bination* existed they would be ( une­ 
n d e d under the law. 
He pointed out that the evils which 
the interstate commerce law and 'be 
antitrw-t law had been adopted to cor­ 
rect were In process of being reme­ 
died; that blind anger against the tar­ 
iff he* aune it was excessive was dan­ 
gerous; that the public interest de­ 
manded the adoption of a scientific 
currency system in which the mer 
chants of the country could have con 
fldence, and declared that there was 
now enough restrictive legislation to 
secure the prevention of abuses Icy 
monopoly and that the people* of the 
country should work together In an 
effort to restore business tranquility 


Attacks Regressive*' Speeches. 


The president attacked the radical 
political declamations of the progres­ 
sive politicians of the middle west, 
asserting

It was not progressive, the president 
said, to legislate aga.nst a railroad Ice 
reuse it was a railroad, and that re* 
yond the point cd regulating them by 
statutes so as to prevent then recur 
fence to the past evils, it wa- ot Hie 
highest im portance to the country to 
see that the railroad- had reasonable 
rates and that their shareholders had

Economic Concessions O ffced by Tur­ 


key Are Rejected and War Appears 


to Be Certain. 


H om e, Sept. 29.—The Italian gov 
em inent has notified Turkey of its in 
tention to occupy Tripoli and Cyrene. 


E<-on.mile concessions offered by Tur­ 
key at the eleventh hour are rejet ted 
by Italy, which announces its purpose 
to protect It* interests and its dignity 
in Its own way, relying no longer on 
Ottom an promises. 
The ultimatum which embodies this 
notification will expire today. 
Italy’s purpose is set forth in a note 
addressed by the Italian foreign min 
ister to the Italian charge daffalres 
at Constantinople. This note is sup­ 
posed to have been prepared some 
tim e during Tuesday night, but the 
exact hour of its delivery to the Porte 
is not revealed. 
The communication, while leaving 
no opportunity for negotiations over 
the tact of occupation, is an ultima 
tom in that it demands that the Turk 
Itch government reply within twenty- 
four hours, declaring that it will not 
Oppose the measures which Italy bas 
adopted to Vffect the solution of the 
difficulty which it considers necessary 
In the absence of such a reply Italy 
will proceed immediately “with meas­ 
ure* destined to assure the occupa­ 
tion.” 
The m inister of foreign affairs has 
sent 
the following telegram to the 
I*a!b*) legation* at Athens. Belgrade, 
Cot tin go. Sofia and 
Bucharest, also 
to tire Italian consulates in the Bal­ 
kans : 
"Th© constant opposition of Turkev 
to ail legitimate an I economic aetivl y 
on the part of Italians in Tripoli and 
C r* ne, and the danger w hich stir- 
roen Is our nationals at this moment
